WASHINGTON (AP) - Dem- 


ocrats on the Senate Finance 
Committee are challenging Nix- 
on administration proposals to 
cut back on the relief for low 
and middle income families in 
the House tax reform bill. 


Sen. Fred R. Harris of Okla- 


homa, who is chairman of the 
Democratic 
National Commit- 


tee, has told the administration 
he is "really appalled that you 
would do less for the low income 
taxpayer than the House bill." 


Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 


voiced similar views. 


Administration officials were 


called back before the commit- 
tee again today to discuss the 
recommendations 
presented 


Thursday by Secretary of the 
Treasury David M, Kennedy. 


He said the administration 


proposal would grant $920 mil- 
lion in annual tax relief to fami- 
lies in the lowest income brack- 
ets, compared with $2.7 billion 
in the House version. 


Kennedy emphasized, howev- 


er, that his plan still would 
remove 5 million low income 
taxpayers from the rolls. 


And he insisted it would give 


merited relief to middle-income 
families. 


For example, he said a mar- 


ried couple with two children 
and $7,500 of annual income 
would get a 6.5 per cent reduc* 
tion, from a $552 annual tax to 
$516. 


A similar couple with $12,500 


would get a 5.a per cent cut, 
from $1,304 to $1,228. 


Edwin S. Cohen, assistant sec- 


retary of the Treasury for tax 
policy said it would cost about 
$3,5 billion to raise the income 
tax exemption to $700 from the 
present $600. 


A boost to $1,200, mentioned 


by Gore, would cut Treasury 
revenues by $17 billion, Cohen 
said. 


Gore predicted the adminis- 


tration would fail in its effort to 
add a tax rate cut for corpora- 
tions to the House bill. 


Uoder this proposal, the basic 


rate would be 46 per cent as 
against the present 48. 


Col. James C. Cross has been

Some Welcome 
Cutback in 
Construction

Some governors today wel- 


comed President Nixon's an- 
nounced cutback in federal con- 
struction funds as a necessary 
step against inflation. But oth- 
ers think the 75 per cent cut- 
back is too severe. 


"I don't think there's anything 


more important than curbing 
inflation," said Idaho Gov. Don 
W. Samuelson. "In the interest 
of this great country of ours, 
we'll do anything we can to get 
us out of this mess." 


Gov. James A. Rhodes of Ohio 


said, "if these are the tools the 
President needs to bring infla- 
tion 
under 
control 
we will 


cooperate to the best of our abil- 
ity." 


Rhodes, a Republican, as is 


Samuelson, said, "Both parties 
recognize ihat inflation is the 
No. 1 domestic issue and that 
something has to be done in or- 
der to bring it under control." 


Nixon 
announced Thursday 


that 75 per cent of the proposed 
construction wholly funded by 
the federal government would 
be dropped to combat inflation 
and rising housing costs. Con- 
tracts already approved are not 
affected, an aide said. 


Post offices, office buildings, 


park and forest roads, river and 
harbor improvements and Ve- 
terans Administration hospitals 
will be affected, Nixon said. 


The President asked state and 


local governments to plan con- 
struction cuts of their own and 
cautioned 
that if "response 


proves insufficient ... I shall 
need to restrict the commit- 
ments for construction that can 
be 
financed 
through federal 


grants." 


Many officials interpreted this 


warning as a threat to state 
highway programs. 


In California, State Public 


Works Director James A. Moe 
ordered a freeze on awarding 
new highway contracts or ad- 
vertising for bids after meeting 
with Republican Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 


Reagan asked his cabinet to 


find ways to cut state construc- 
tion spending in line with Nix- 
on's request. 


In Florida, Rep. Lynwood Ar- 


nold, chairman of the state 
House 
of 
Representatives' 


transportation committee, said, 
"The State of Florida will be in 
trouble. It would just put the 
highway contractors in Florida 
out of business, That's all. 
They'd just go bankrupt." 


Democratic Gov. Lester Mad- 


dox of Georgia said the cutback 
will shut down state highway 
programs because "we can't 
handle that on our own." 


Democratic Gov. Warren E. 


Hearnes of Missouri said he was 
pleased the cutback did not ex- 
tend to highway projects involv- 
ing federal grants. He said Mis- 
souri would not have to worry 
about cutting back its construc- 
tion outlay because the 1969 leg- 
islature failed to provide any 
construction 
money for state 


mental, health and education 
plants. 


Iowa Gov. Robert Ray, a Re- 


publican, termed the cutback "a 
very bitter pill," but added, 
"We don't like this but we also 
know something drastic has to 
be done."

Carter Doze, 45, of Little 


Rock told the commission that 
because of the beating he filed 
suit last March against the 
state asking for $100,000 in 
damages for lost wages, pain 
and suffering, 


Dofce said he received the 


beating from Milton Grundy, 
who was a trusty in charge of 
the vegetable house where he 
was working. 


He said he was beat for 


carrying a pocketful of peanuts 
away from the field, 


After the beating, Doze said, 


he was taken to the prison in- 
firmary and treated by an in- 
mate doctor, Jeffery Hawkins, 
and 
the prison doctor, Dr. 


Gwyn Atnip of Pine Bluff. 


Prison records showed that 


Doze spent two weeks in the 
Infirmary in October 1964. 


While in the infirmary, Doze 


testified, Clay Smith, a warden, 
visited him and said, "If you 
want to live to get out of here, 
keep your mouth shut." 


Doze said this remark con- 


vinced him not to file a claim 
for damages until the three- 
year statute of limitations had 
expired. 


"I was just scared," Doze 


said. 


A 
member 
of 
the 
com- 


mission, James R. Campbell of 
Hot Springs, said he thought 
the delay should not force the 
commission to dismiss Doze's 
claim. 


Doze was sent to Cummins 


in August 1963 for a six-year 
sentence 
on 
a 
charge 
of 


forgery and uttering in Union 
County. 
He was paroled 
in 


February 1966. 


His parole was revoked in 


July 1967 after 
he pleaded 


guilty 
to 
a 
manslaughter 


charge in the death of an El 
Dorado man in 1967. He was 
returned to Cummins. He was 
paroled again last January. 


Doze said he received no 


beating at the prison before the 
incident with Grundy. After the 
beating, Doze said, he was 
beaten a total of about 30 
times before he was released 
this year. The beatings were at 
the hands of Grundy and sev- 
eral other men at the prison, 
Doze said. 


He said that the first beating 


by Grundy occurred after Doze 
loaned Abraham Blackwell, an 
inmate, $1. Doze said Grundy 
observed the transaction and it 
apparently upset him. 


"Nothing's been right since," 


Doze said. 


He said he was told by and 


other inmate that Grundy and 
Blackwell were partners in ho- 
mosexual activities and Grun- 
dy was jealous of the friend- 
ship 
between Blackwell and 


himself. 


Doze said he requested an X- 


ray for his head injury during 
his stay in the infirmary but 
was refused. X-rays were tak- 
en of his injured right arm, he 
said. 


Describing his arm injury, 


Doze said he lost strength in 
the arm whenever he worked 
a 
short 
period. The small 


finger and ring finger on the 
right hand appear drawn into 
the palm. 


"They're not straight yet," 


he said of the fingers, 


He said he had been blind in 


his left eye since childhood but 
he testified that he had never 
had the eye removed because 
"it 
never 
gave 
me 
any 


trouble." 


The head injury forced the 


removal of the blind eye, he 
said. 


Medical records at the prison 


show that the eye was removed 
in December 1965 at the State 
Hospital in Little Rock, 


Mike Wilson of the attorney 


general's 
office 
questioned 


Doze about his behavior as an 
inmate. He asked Doze about 
an incident in which a former 
inmate reportedly went on a 
rampage and ran a group of 
inmates and armed trustys out 
of a cotton patch. 


Doze denied that he was the 


inmate who went on the ram- 
page. 


"What about chopping a cat's 


head oft with an ax?' Wilson 
asked. 


Doze. said he had done this, 


but 
he said he was being 


threatened by several inmates, 
and he chopped off the cat's 
head as a warning to the in- 
mates. He said this took place 
in the prison vegetable house. 


WUson brought up another in- 


cident in which Doze was re- 
ported to have torn up a tele-

Prior to going to 
prison he worked at a sawmill 
as a laborer, Doze said.

Contraceptive 
Risk Outweighs 
the Danger

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


government advisory panel says 
the benefits from oral contra- 
ceptives still outweigh the risks, 
despite new proof of danger 
from blood clots. 


The committee of 14 physi- 


cians Thursday submitted its 
second report to the Food and 
and Drug Administration since 
1966 on the status of "The Pill." 


FDA Commissioner 
Herbert 


L. Ley Jr. termed the findings 
"favorable." 


The committee chairman, Dr. 


Louis M. Hellman of New York 
City, said the panel's message 
to the eight million American 
Women using the pill is similar 
to the one in 1966: "The light is 
still yellow—caution." 


The report's chief conclusion: 


"When (the) potential hazards 
and the values of the drugs are 
balanced, the committee finds 
the ratio of benefit to risk suffi- 
ciently high to justify the desig- 
nation safe ..." 


"There is no effective drug on 


the market that doesn't have se- 
rious adverse side affects asso- 
ciated with It," Ley added. 


Hellman said evidence has 


mounted in the past three years 
on links between oral contracep- 
tives and such diseases as can- 
cer, diabetes and high blood 
pressure. But definitive proof Is 
missslng, he said. 


The committee, however, did 


cite an investigation by one of 
its task forces as establishing 
that oral contraceptives cause 
blood clots in some women. 


The task force found that 


among 175 matched pairs of 
women, pill users were 4.4 
times 
more likely to suffer 


blood clots than those not taking 
the pill. 


In turn, those women using 


sequential preparations ran a 
higher risk of clots than women 
using combined oral contracep- 
tives. 


The sequential compounds use 


estrogen alone for part of the 
menstrual cycle then add a sec- 
ond hormone for the remainder. 
The combination preparations 
contain the two hormones at all 
times. 


The task force report support- 


ed earlier findings by British in- 
vestigators. 


Because 
of 
the blood-clot 


problem, pill users are 3 per 
cent more likely to die between 
the ages of 15 and 44 than wom- 
en who use other means of con- 
traception, the committee said. 


Clots can be fatal when they 


lodge in such vital organs as the 
lung, heart and brain. 


The committee said the pill's 


great benefit is this; it is from 
twice to 30 times more effective 
than other 
contraceptive 
de« 


vices such as diaphrams and 
foams. 


Hellman said oral contracep- 


tives should not be used—or 
used cautiously—by women who 
have: existing vein disease; 
family 
history 
of cancer or 


breast disease; sexual prob» 
lems; 
high blood 
pressure; 


headaches or weight gain fol- 
lowing pill use.

haven't seen a clergyman 
since they sneaked out of 
Sunday school and cut the 
old family ties. . 
"""Piii an "optimist,'" says 
the 37-year-old p r e a c h e r, 
"and I have a feeling that 
we could revitalize religion 
in this country if we changed 
our basic concepts and dealt 
with the problems of our 
time. Young people are very 
concerned 
with community 


problems—they want to do 
something about what's go- 
ing on around 
them, not 


chant a lot of prayers and 
sing hymns." 


The Rev. Ilaggai doesn't 


go the 
coffee 
house, folk 


service route either. 


"It's 
too desperate," he 


says, "and 
all it does is 


create more tension within 
the Establishment, which is 
tense enough as it is. A lot of 
young people have drifted 
away from the church think- 
ing that God is part of the 
E s t a b l i s h m e n t . N o t h i n g 
could be farther from the 
truth." 


To the Rev. 
Haggai, it 


seems only fitting that he 
should be wandering the face 
of the earth, w i t h o u t a 
church of his own, offering 
advice to people who won't 
consider going to a house of 
worship. 


"The youth revolution," lie 


says, "is also a religious 
revolution, even though it 
Isn't the organized variety. 
I'm happy to be out in the 
world and a part of It. The 
next few years could be the 
most exciting in religious 
history, if we'll let them be."

ing" and "timber." In its 
crudest form, at l e a s t a 
thousand years old, the boat 
c o n s i s t e d 
of three logs 


lashed together (even though 
today's 
sailors 
call 
the 


three-hulled v e s s e l s "tri- 
marans" and reserve "cat" 
for the two-hulled). 


The hull form is finding 


use nowadays in both sailing 
and powered boats. 


The configuration was a 


puzzle to boat designers for 
a long time.. 
While the 


tradition was that native is- 
landers got great speeds 
from 
their 
craft, 
experi- 


m e n t s in double - hulled 
steamboats r e s u l t e d in 
stable but slow ones. 


Sailing boats eventually 


solved the problems and be- 
came so f a s t that, for 
awhile, they were treated 
like turbine cars at Indian- 
apolis. 


The 
audience 
watching 


Buddy Ebsen perform in the 
television s h o w , "Beverly 
Hillbillies," may 
not be 


aware that he is equally 
famous in sailing circles as 
a great skipper and com- 
petitor. 


Buddy's recent enthusiasm

He is strong on power cat- 
amarans for their speed, of 
course. The move now is to 
get at schools of grouper 
farther offshore in the Gulf. 
As a commercial party boat 
skipper, he carries up to 50 
passengers on a trip and 
comfort is an essential as 
well.

Daily Loss of Some Hair 
Is Normal in Most Cases 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am a girl, 18. What 


could make by hair fall out? 
Would being a diabetic cause 
it? 


A—It is normal for many 


hairs to fall out every day. 
Fortunately, in most girls 
they grow back as fast as 
they fall out. So you need 
not worry unless there is 
definite evidence that your 
hair is thinning. Pony tail 
hair styling, the use of brush 
rollers or anything that ex- 
erts a steady pull on the 
roots will cause excessive 
loss of hair. The hair may 
also be lost temporarily fol- 
lowing a prolonged illness 
with fever or with a local 
scalp disease. 


Brushing your hair will 


stimulate 
your scalp but 


should be done in moderation 
because excessive brushing 
can also thin your hair. Dia- 
betes is not a cause of thin- 
ning. 


Q—I am a woman, 62. For 


the past two years my hair 
has been falling out. Could 
this be caused by a lack of 
vitamins or by using hair 
dyes? 


A—No. 


Q—My daughter, 39, is al- 


most bald on the top of her 
head. Could the fact that she 
is a heavy smoker 
have 


caused it? Would taking gel- 
atin help her?

for loss of hair. Gelatin is 
one of many things tried as 
a remedy for baldness but 
there is no evidence that it 
does any good. 


Q— Baldness does not run 


in my family. Could harsh 
hair straighteners cause it? 


A— Chemical hair straight- 


eners may make the hair 
brittle 
and 
irritate 
your 


scalp, but they don't cause 
baldness. 


Q — What causes alopecia 


areata? Is there any cure for 
it? Will the hair come back 
in? 


A— The cause of patchy 


bald spots is unknown but it 
is seen most often in highly 
nervous persons. It must be 
differentiated 
from 
ring- 


worm of the scalp. In almost 
all persons with true alope- 
cia areata, the hair eventu- 
ally comes back. Meanwhile, 
massage and exposure of the 
involved areas to the sun or 
a sun lamp to produce a 
mild burn but no blisters 
may be helpful. 


Q— Would griscofulvin stop 


my hair from falling out? 


A— Only if the cause of the 


trouble is a fungus disease.

'Federalism' 
Test Given 
by Nixon

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 


— President Nixon is giving his 
"New Federalism" a key test 
by asking state and local gov- 
ernments to match the 75 per 
Cent cutback he has ordered on 
all new federal construction. 


Nixon ordered the federal con- 


struction cutback for all govern* 
ment agencies Thursday, effec- 
tive immediately. But he did not 
order similar cuts on state and 
local projects that are aided by 
federal government grants. 


One of Nixon's top economic 


advisers, Dr. Arthur Burns, ex- 
plained: 


"The 
President has great 


faith In what he likes to think of, 
or describe as, "The New Feder- 
alism.' He likes to leave as 
much discretion as possible to 
state and local authorities. The 
President, therefore, would like 
to see state and local govern- 
ments take action on their own 
in accord with the national poli- 
cy." 


Nixon said, however, that he 


would restrict federal grants for 
construction 
projects 
If the 


states and localities do not re- 
spond promptly and in a man- 
ner he thinks Is sufficient to 
meet his urgent "plea for part- 
nership in action." 


The cutbacks Nixon ordered 


affect all federally financed con- 
struction except what he de- 
scribed as projects of "highest 
social priority." Burns 
said

include hospitals and 


some public housing. 


The Budget Bureau will have
